2014 BUDGET REQUEST

The mission of the Mississippi Coast Coliseum Commission is to increase the use of the Coliseum and Convention
Center which will contribute to the economic impact and quality of life in our region and state.  We are a
self-supporting political subdivision of the State of Mississippi and therefore our expenses rarely exceed our revenues
in each fiscal year.

Fiscal Year 2014 represents the fourth full year of operations for the expanded Convention Center facility.  We now
have convention facilities of approximately 400,000 square feet.  We are working diligently to bring in a Convention
Center Hotel which has the potential to significantly increase our revenues in FY 15 and beyond.

Overall, our expense request has decreased $24,500 however our capital expenditures have increaseed significantly.
We have allocated over $365,000 to replace deteriorating equipment and machinery, $400,000 to replace the Arena
catwalk system (which could be removed and reused), and $1,000,000 to purchase and develop land for Coliseum
use.
